Havelock - It's a tradition; 
making New Year's reso- 
lutions, that is. And, un- 
doubtedly the numero uno 
resolution at this time of 
year concerns body image 
... shape up, slim down, eat 
healthier, exercise regularly. 
It’s a known fact that health 
clubs rub their hands in glee 
waiting for the doors to open 
January 2 and watch the in- 
flux of new members. It's also 
known that, by the end of 
February, numbers will have 
dropped back to pre-Christ- 
mas levels. 

Well, there's one non-profit 
group operating in 17 loca- 
tions in Eastern Ontario that 
also welcomes new mem- 
bers at this time of year but 
it functions as a weight-loss 
support group. The organi- 
zation is TOPS, Take Off 
Pounds Sensibly, which was 
founded in 1948 and now 
has 270,000 members in 
11,000 chapters worldwide. 
The yearly membership fee 
is $30, which gives you 10 
TOPS magazines a year, and 
weekly chapter dues in Have- 
lock of $2.50 a week. Each 
chapter sets its own weekly 
fee, which covers rental fees 
for the room and other inci- 
dental costs like small gifts 
to mark individual achieve- 
ments. 

The Havelock program 
started in 1982 and today 
boasts 83 members, 616 in 
all the 17 chapters over- 
seen by Area Captain Lynn 
Sturch. Lynn admits she lost 
no weight for the first three 
years - but she didn’t gain ei- 
ther. Over the next four years, 
she lost 101 3/4 pounds, a 
weight her doctor suggested 
she stay at for one year before 
taking on that last 20 pounds 
she wants to lose.

Jants such as the pomegran- 
ate leaves; to spinning the wool, 
“like her ancestors, spinning the 
wool through her fingers which 
she began to learn at the tender 
age of six’,a friend of Sandra's 
explained. 

Sandra Jerez has been visiting 
the Stirling area since Novem- 
ber 2005. She is the first per- 
son from her indigenous com- 
munity in Ecuador ever to visit 
Canada. Arriving in the midst 

of the season's first snowstorm 
was a major shock from some- 
one whose country means "equa- 
tor” But Sandra has adjusted 
rapidly. She now wears tights 
and sweat pants underneath her 
traditional black skirt. And she 
finds that the friendliness and 
warmth of Canadians have more 
than compensated for the lack 
of the warm temperatures she 
left behind. 

The wholly indigenous com- 
munity of Salasaca is 14 kilo- 
metres from Tungurahua, one 
of the three largest volcanoes 
in Ecuador. The nearest town, 
Banos is on constant alert from

the threat of an eruption. Banos 
was evacuated for six months only 
two years ago, during an erup- 
tion. The volcano is always smok- 
ing, “and sometimes the smoke 
comes towards our community 
too” she says. 

Despite living virtually on the 
equator, the average tempera- 
ture in her community of Sala- 
saca is actually not as warm as 
might be expected, because of the 
high altitude. Thus the family’s 
sheep come in very handy for 
the wool that is used for most 
of their clothing. 

The coral beaded necklace 
around Sandra’ neck and earrings 
threaded through her ears have 
been passed down to daughters 
for five generations. Her daughter 
Cynthia will someday wear the 
same beaded coral that is a rar- 
ity. Generations ago, the Spanish 
were not only intrigued with the 
gold of the area, but the beauty 
of this coral as well. 

She finds that our food is very 
different from her home at Sala- 
saca, as well as our homes. Sandra 
grew up in her home, with earth 
floors. Since she has a family of

her own, only the kitchen area 
has the traditional dirt floor.“Our 
floors are cement and there is 
dirt flooring in the kitchen. It is 
really different here” 

She explains that, not so long 
ago, everyone had dirt floors and 
thatched roofs. Sandra cooks the 
family meals with a wood fire 
mostly. They have gas, but she 
prefers the wood, being cleaner 
and “the food tastes better” 

Her kitchen is away from the 
rest of the home, so she can pre- 
pare the meals on what appears 
to be much like we would expe- 
rience a campfire. Her laundry 
too, is done outside, the hard way 
with her hands. The family garden 
is watered by hand dug trenches 
from the mountain, that when 
digging, would not seem to be 
that nearby. 

In addition to using the wool 
to weave most of the traditional 
clothing she wears, Sandra also 
knits and crochets. The people 
of the Stirling and Quinte ar- 
eas have been astonished with 
the speed she achieves, using a 
method of knitting more like 
that of many Europeans, than 
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that of North Americans. (Llama 
and alpaca wool is not as com- 
mon in her community as is wool 
from sheep.) 

Sandra has been invited to 
return this summer, to demon- 
strate her use of several types of 
looms for weaving. One isa type 
of harness loom used to weave 
the traditional belt or “chumbi” 
worn by both women and men. 
They wear two chumbis so that 
one can be used ina pinch to car- 
ry heavy loads in a countryside 
where cars are still a rarity. 

A larger loom is used to weave 
the shawls worn by the women of 
her community, which are dyed 
with local plants. A Spanish dic- 
tionary has not always been ad- 
equate to translate the names of 
the plants. A deep rose colour for 
instance, is achieved with the use 
of the leaves of the pomegranate, 

not the use of the fruit itself. 

She will be demonstrating for 
the Belleville Weavers & Spinners 
next week.

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Diabetes education program 
expanded in Northumberland 


Northumberland - The provincial government is invest- 
ing an additional $206,687 in diabetes program fund- 
ing to improve access to diabetes education and care 
for people in Northumberland. M.P.P. Lou Rinaldi an- 
nounced today. 
MPP Lou Rinaldi said the $41,232 in funding for Camp- 
bellford Memorial Hospital and $165,455 in funding for 
Northumberland Hills Hospital means that patients with 
diabetes will benefit. 
Diabetes education and care teams will encourage those 
with the disease to take an active role in the day-to-day 
management of their own health care by having regular 
medical check-ups and controlling their blood sugar and 
blood pressure. 
The teams will educate patients on how to manage their 
diets, check their insulin levels and monitor their over- 
all health. Effective chronic disease prevention and man- 
agement will reduce wait times and lower costs to the 
health system. 
The government is investing $15 million for the devel 
opment of the 69 new diabetes education and care teams 
across Ontario. This year’s $34-million investment repre- 
sents an increase of 79 per cent over last year’s funding

Simple, traditional 
and basic right? After your wed- 
ding day, you'll likely putitin a 
drawer along with your other 
wedding mementos, never to 
be seen again. 

Your guest book doesn't 
have to collect dust — it can 
be used as a piece of art. Art- 
ist Susan Kiley creatively frames 
her scenes of couples and wed- 
dings and turns them into re- 
ception guest books. You'll have 
a piece of art to hang on your 
wall instead of a book that gets 
lost in a drawer or attic. Each 
print is personalized with the 
couple's first names and wed- 
ding date as well as titled and 
signed by Kiley. 

Kiley’s career came about in 
a unique way. A veteran on- 
cology nurse turned artist in 
1995, Kiley sold her whimsical 


and loving artwork through a 
regional network of art shows. 
Eventually, they discovered that 
fully half of what she sold was 
being given as wedding gifts. 
By crafting a large 4-inch bor- 
der ofa museum-quality double 
mat board around the artwork 
and testing hundred of felt-tip 
pens, Kiley developed a way to 
package her artwork with the 
framing glass installed behind 
the picture. 

It works just like a basic quest 
book Guests sign wedding wish- 
es at the reception site. After- 
wards, the glass is moved from 
the middle of the framing sys- 
tem to the front, creating a per- 
sonalized quest book which can 
be hung for years of apprecia- 
tion and enjoyment It can even 
become a treasured heirloom 
as it has recorded the marital 
wisdom of grandparents and 
other relatives.

N.M. by-law 


By Bill Freeman 
Asphodel-Norwood - The 
Township has rescinded its 
nutrient management (N.M.) 
by law yielding to the prov- 
ince’s nutrient management 
legislation which came into 
force Dec. 31. 

Legislation requiring a nu- 
trient management strategy 
for a building permits for 
new or expanding barns with 
more than five nutrient units 
kicked in Jan. 1 and super- 
sedes municipal bylaws. 

AN.M. strategy is required 
for new and expanding build- 
ings housing six to 299 nutri- 
ent units; those 300 or greater 
require the more complex 
N.M. plan. No plan or strat- 
egy is required for those un- 
der six nutrient units. 

Hans Vink, a member 
of the Township's Nutri- 
ent Management Advisory 
Committee, is pleased with 
the change. 

The Committee, he says, 
always felt that when “some- 
thing happened provincial- 
ly this would be a far better 


way to go.” 

The Township will not is- 
sue building permits unless 
approval has been granted by 
the Ministry of Agriculture 
indicating that the required 
plans have been prepared 

Applications to alter or ex- 
pand earthen manure storage 
facilities will also require a 
N.M. strategy. 

The Ag. Ministry will ap- 
prove plans while the Min- 
istry of Environment will 
oversee enforcement 

“Essentially this takes the 
responsibility of enforcing 
nutrient management plans 
away from the municipality 
and puts the approval author- 
ity at the level of the Min- 
istry,” says Chief Building 
Official Barb Dornan 

A section of the Town

“It is appropriate for our 
municipality to get out of any 
duplication of N.M. regula 
tions,” says Councillor and 
Advisory Committee mem 
ber Cathy Turner.

Help Centre gets help from County 


Cobourg---As a result of the 
loss of federal funding in the 
spring, The Help Centre has ex- 
perienced a 50 per cent drop in 
funding. While existing staff at- 
tempted to meet the needs of 
Northumberland residents, it was 
not possible to meet the needs 
ofan average of 100 clients per 
month with two staff. 

As of November, the County 
and the United Way have con- 
tributed emergency funds to hire 
an intake and support staff to the 
end of April 2006. The person 
hired is Holly Werner, a previ- 
ous student placement and vol- 
unteer. Ms. WernerS role will be 
an integral part of ensuring ef- 
fective assessment of the needs 
of Northumberland residents 
who come to The Help Centre 
for services vital to their income 
and housing. 

As relayed to the public ear- 
lier this year, The Help Centre 
Board of Directors had decided 


to maintain existing services. 
Since April, The Help Centre 
has provided: help to job seekers 
259 times; help for 97 families 
to prevent cut off of electricity 
or heat; 232 income tax returns 
forlow income residents; help to 
on consumer and money man- 
agement issues 177 times 
“The County and United Ways 
support is crucial to maintain- 
ing the baseline of services Nor- 
thumberland residents need,” 
says Managing Director Elisa- 
beth Ziegler. “We are seeing an 
increased need in coordinating 
assistance for financial crises our 
clients are going through. Being 
able to assess their needs and 
help put a plan in place is vital 
to reducing long term problems. 
Further, having the human re- 
sources in place at this time will 
allow us to pursue revenue gen- 
erating opportunities. The sup- 
port of these two organizations 
is deeply appreciated both by us

and those we serve.” 

In addition to maintaining 
services, The Help Centre has 
been working on a mobile/rural 
food bank project with people 
in the County who lack trans- 
portation and resources to go 
to Northumberland’ four food 
banks. Northumberland Food 
for All, also a County/United 
Way venture, has begun pro- 
viding food to The Help Centre 
to assist in office drop in need, 
and distribution to rural fami- 
lies. “We look forward to our 
continuing partnership with 
County agencies in expanding 
and improving food distribu- 
tion to Northumberland resi- 
dents who are hungry,’ states 
Ms. Ziegler, “This initiative, sup- 
ported by Ms. Werner, is an ap- 
propriate and effective response 
for The Help Centre in addi- 
tion to our range of services for 
Northumberland residents who 
need our help.

NEW BUILDING CODE REQUIREMENTS TAKE 
EFFECT JANUARY 1, 2006 


Bill 124, the Building Code Statute Law Amendment Act was proclaimed on July 25, 2003. 


Most of the provisions of this legislation will come into force on January 1, 2006. This will affect the 
building permit process in Ontario in several ways. 


DESIGNERS MUST BE QUALIFIED 


Designers who prepare drawings or review construction and provide opinions regarding Code compli- 
ance will need to be qualified to perform this work. This involves completing an examination program 
(or obtaining advanced standing qualification) through the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
and filing this information with the Director of the Building Branch. Municipalities will not be permitted 
to issue building permits where designers are not qualified. 


These new requirements are specified in section 15.1 1(5) of the Building Code Act and section 2.17 
of the Building Code Regulations. 


Compliance with Applicable Law 


The Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing has created a standard building permit application form 
for use by all municipalities in Ontario. This form requires the applicant to list all applicable law 
relevant to the application, including all supporting documentation 

Applicable law is defined in article 1.1 .3.3. of the new regulation. 


These issues represent significant changes to the existing building permit process. In order to 
facilitate continued streamlining of permit application review within the County of Northumberland it 
is very important that building owners and designers be aware of the new regulations and include the

Self-Delusion 
or Self-Defense? 
[recently read about a rather in- 
novative anti-rape device coming 
on the market in South Africa, 
a nation plagued with a sexual 
assault epidemic. This partic 
ular device is worn internally, 
and when a man forces him- 
self upon a woman, the device 
clamps onto his anatomy and 
is unable to be removed with- 
out medical intervention. Plus 
it hurts. A lot 

What astounded me, though, 
is the reaction of many feminists. 
Jenny Crwys-William, a popular 
radio show host, said that pro- 
moting the device was like ac- 
cepting that rape was here to 
stay in South Africa. A better 
response to the epidemic, she 
feels, is more police and better 
security. If | can deconstruct her 
argument, it goes something like 
this: sexual assault is unaccept- 
able, and must be stopped. The 
responsibility to stop it is soci- 
ety’s, since it is society's problem. 
If we act individually to coun- 
teract it, it is admitting that it is

here to stay. It is better to keep 
demanding that society do more, 
even if it means that in the short- 
term more women are violated, in 
order to stop the problem. 

This makes two interesting sup- 
positions: one is that it may actu- 
ally be possible to stop rape. If any 
large societies exist where rape 
does not play even a small role, 
I'd like to hear about them. The 
second is that we should surren- 
der our security to society. 

| don't find that an empowenng 
statement for women. Isn't tak- 
ing responsibility for oneself one 
of the most empowering things 
one can do? | am not saying that 
we should not require society to 
change; only that this does not 
have to be our only approach. Be- 
sides, | don't see why “society” 
stopping rape cannot also involve 
individual women taking action 
No amount of self-defence will 
ever completely eliminate rape, as 
the case of Kristen French tragi- 
cally shows. She was kidnapped 
by the then twenty-something 
Karla, a pretty, blonde woman, 
asking for directions. Sometimes 
there really is nothing you can do. 
But surely to tell women there’s 
no point in even trying is naive 
and harmful. 

Let's tell women instead that 
there are some things they can do. 
Unfortunately, we focus so much 
on spreading the anti-sexual as- 
sault message that we don’t al- 
ways teach our girls basic common 
sense. We hold “Take Back the 


Night” marches, as if a bunch of 
people marching in solidarity is 
going to make the streets safe for 
lone females walking after dark 
in places where sexual preda- 
tors live. How about spending 
as much time and effort to teach 
women to walk with their keys 
always ready between two fin- 
gers, like a weapon, to strike at 
the eyes if need be, as the knee 
simultaneously does something 
rather painful? Or how about 
spreading the message about 
the benefits of pepper spra 
instead of preaching in 
ly about how “no mean 
why don’t we also say, ” 
go into a guy's house—or 
alone before you know him really 
well. Don’t drink heavily when 
you're out with men. Don’t drink 
from a glass that you didn t pour 
yourself.” We may want to be 
liberated, but liberated doesn t 
mean stupid 

Should you have to take pre 
cautions like that? | don’t think 
it’s a question of “should”. It's a 
question of safety. Women are 
smaller than men, and that is 
going to affect how we live. | 
wish it weren't so, but itis. It's 
Not giving in to admit that we 
have a problem with sexual as 
sault. It's just being realistic. And 
women can play a role in reduc-

Have your gown preserved 
as soon as possible after the 
wedding so stains won't 
have time to set in.

Stains 
like body oil and perspira- 
tion are invisible, but can 
turn the fabric yellow over 
time. 

Question the cleaner or 
preservationist on his pres- 
ervation process.

Shoulder pads, perspi- 
ration shields or anything 
made of foam should be 
removed from the gown, 
because they can ruin the 
fabric when they eventu- 
ally deteriorate. Then, the 
gown should be put in an 
acid-free box. Just be sure 
that you personally inspect 
the dress before it is boxed 
up to ensure that stains have 
been removed and that it 
has been packed properly. 

Once you get the box to 
your home, don't just put 
it anywhere. Avoid stashing 
itin ahot attic, a cold base- 
ment, a trunk, a drawer or 
even the garage. Extreme 
temperatures can damage 
gowns. Instead, store it In 
a climate-controlled area of 
the home where there are 
few changes in humidity 
and temperature. 

Experts suggest you open 
the box once a year to make 
sure the dress hasn’t yel- 
lowed. When doing this in- 
spection, wear white cotton 
gloves so oily fingers don’t 
touch the fabric. Then, re- 
fold the dress to prevent 
permanent creases. 

By following the right stor- 
age steps, you'll be able to 
keep your gown for years. 
And maybe it can even be 
an heirloom for your daugh- 
ter to wear at her wedding 
someday.

NEW BUILDING CODE REQUIREMENTS TAKE 
EFFECT JANUARY 1, 2006 


Bill 124, the Building Code Statute Law Amendment Act was proclaimed on July 25, 2003. 


Most of the provisions of this legislation will come into force on January 1, 2006. This will affect the 
building permit process in Ontario in several ways. 


DESIGNERS MUST BE QUALIFIED 


Designers who prepare drawings or review construction and provide opinions regarding Code compli- 
ance will need to be qualified to perform this work. This involves completing an examination program 
(or obtaining advanced standing qualification) through the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
and filing this information with the Director of the Building Branch. Municipalities will not be permitted 
to issue building permits where designers are not qualified. 


These new requirements are specified in section 15.11(5) of the Building Code Act and section 2.17 
of the Building Code Regulations. 


Compliance with Applicable Law 


The Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing has created a standard building permit application form 
for use by all municipalities in Ontario. This form requires the applicant to list all applicable law 
relevant to the application, including all supporting documentation 

Applicable law is defined in article 1.1.3.3. of the new regulation 


These issues represent significant changes to the existing building permit process. In order to 
facilitate continued streamlining of permit application review within the County of Northumberland it 
is very important that building owners and designers be aware of the new regulations and include the 
necessary information with permit submissions as of July 1, 2005.

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Student chefs show iron resolve 


Iron chefs stir up a

Asphodel-Norwood - There was 
some real kitchen poetry g0- 
ing on in Tania Daly’s Food 
Class at Norwood District 
High School 

[twas an in-class showdown 
with four teams showing off 
their creativity, teamwork and 
recipe mastery for a panel of 
Loyalist College food services 
students during the fifth an- 
nual Junior Iron Chefs Quinte 
and area competition 
And the grade 10 students 
meant business. The top NDHS 
team got a berth to a similar 
battle at Loyalist. In all, 30 
teams from 12 schools were 
in the hunt 

They're really keen,” Ms 
Daly said. “They've only had 1 
1/2 weeks to prepare so they‘ve 
been very busy.’ 

The teams received two “se- 
cret” ingredients -- shrimp and 
chicken -- (they knew these in 
advance) and had to use the 
shrimp as appetizers, chicken as 
an entree and then whip up a 
dessert -- all within two hours 
With the entree they had to 
use starch and one vegetable 
The goal: prepare a meal for 
four for under $50. 

Workspace cleanliness, or- 
ganization, preparation, the 
taste texture and presenta- 
tion of the meal were all be- 
ing judged. 

“They have to have a bit 
of flare,” Ms. Daly noted. “It 


will be hard to pick the win- 


ning team.” 
From the moment the class 


learned of the Loyalist com- 
petition they wanted in, she 
says. 

“They were really excit- 
ed.” 

The students picked their 
own teams, selected names, re- 
searched recipes and got some 
expert guidance from a restau- 
rateur friend of Ms. Daly. 

‘Just little bits of informa- 
tion on how to dress things 
up really makes a difference,” 
she notes. “He was really im- 
pressed with them.” 

So was Ms. Daly as she 
watched the well-disciplined 
teams move effortlessly around 
the kitchen. And they took her 
words to heart: “Just have fun 
with it. Put your heart into it 
and see what you can do.” 

There is a wide variety of 
kitchen experience in the class 
of 22, she says. 

“Some cook a lot at home; 
some have never been in a 
kitchen at all. They’ve come 
a long way. This is a great 
class -- a really keen group. 
I wish I could teach them 
again. They've learned a lot 
this year.” 

Another of the “neat things” 
they’ve done is runa crock pot 
meal program. Every Thurs- 
day staff and students bring 
in crock pots and the class pre- 
pares a meal for them. Each 


week a different group would 
decide what recipe they would 
do. 

The students would figure 
out the cost, prepare it and at 
the end of the day staff could 
take the meal home in the 
crock pot. 

“They've really leamed a lot 
of hands-on cooking and how 
you can make simple meals 
and how to make them last,’ 
says Ms. Daly. 

They also learned to deal 
with the room's “limited fa- 
cility.” 

“We can’t change what we 
have so we have to change 
for it,” Ms. Daly says. “They 
do very well with what they 
have.” 

The school is working to- 
wards a Pathways hospitality 
program that could see a new 
kitchen facility and that would 
delight Ms. Daly. 

But she is quick to note that 
“this is more realistic in terms 
of the home kitchen.” 

There was an Iron Chef's 
quiet in the kitchen as teams 
focused on tasks. 

“They had to get all their 
jobs organized so nobody is 
standing around. They're very 
quiet and very well-organized 
and concentrating. We're using 
everything we have to.” 

“And they come away know- 
ing they can prepare a real- 
ly nice meal for four for less 
than $50.”

Rocking the Boat 


dent Kennedy announced that the 
United States would put a man 
on the moon. During the 1960's, 
however, it was not space travel 
but the advent of the “iron dog’ 
(or snow machine, as it’s called 
in Alaska) that resulted in the 
mass abandonment of dog teams 
across the state and loss of much 
mushing lore 
To help save some of Alaska’s 
fast-vanishing mushing heri- 
tage, Dorothy-Page, a planner 
for the 1967 Alaska Centennial 
celebration, conceived of the idea 
ofa dog race over the historically 
significant Iditarod Trail, which 
by then had been abandoned 
for many years. Local mushers 
groups threw themselves into 
the project 
Withmuch volunteer labor (the 
start of a fundamental Iditarod 
tradition), the first part of the trail 
Was cleared and a short race over 


the Susitna Valley portion north 
of Anchorage was held in 1967 
and 1969. Finally, in 1973, with 
the Army helping dear portions 
of the trail not already in use as 
winter snow machine trails, and 
with the support of the Nome 
Kennel Club (Alaska’s earliest 
founded in 1907), the race went 
all the way to Nome from An- 
chorage for the first time. Even 


so, the mushers still had to break 


us time, it doesn't buy us peace. 
That's because real peace isn't 
not fighting-remember the Cold 
War?-it's knowing someone and 
accepting them anyway.

And most children, though they 
may not admit it, appreciate be- 
ing fought for rather than being 
allowed to do anything and ev 
erything just so you don’t have 
conflict 
Of course, some of us aren't

NEW BUILDING CODE REQUIREMENTS TAKE 
EFFECT JANUARY 1, 2006 


Bill 124, the Building Code Statute Law Amendment Act was proclaimed on July 25, 2003. 


Most of the provisions of this legislation will come into force on January 1, 2006. This will affect the 
building permit process in Ontario in several ways. 


DESIGNERS MUST BE QUALIFIED 


Designers who prepare drawings or review construction and provide opinions regarding Code compli- 
ance will need to be qualified to perform this work. This involves completing an examination program 
(or obtaining advanced standing qualification) through the Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing 
and filing this information with the Director of the Building Branch. Municipalities will not be permitted 
to issue building permits where designers are not qualified. 


These new requirements are specified in section 15. 11(5) of the Building Code Act and section 2.17 
of the Building Code Regulations. 


Compliance with Applicable Law 


The Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing has created a standard building permit application form 
for use by all municipalities in Ontario. This form requires the applicant to list all applicable law 
relevant to the application, including all supporting documentation 
Applicable law is defined in article 1.1 .3.3. of the new regulation 


These issues represent significant changes to the existing building permit process. In order to 
facilitate continued streamlining of permit application review within the County of Northumberland it 
is very important that building owners and designers be aware of the new regulations and include the 
necessary information with permit submissions as of July 1, 2005.

Cleanup continues 
despite funding 
uncertainty 


The Bay of Quinte Remedial Action Plan 
(BQRAP)- “The Big Cleanup” - continues 
this summer in spite of funding uncertain- 
ty,a direct result of the uncertain political 
situation in Ottawa. BQRAP is funded by 
various partnerships, both federal and 
provincial, but the biggest portion comes 
from the federal level via The Great Lakes 
Sustainability Fund (GLSF); 

Turbulence surrounded the recent federal 


budget, and the extraordinary measures }- 


taken to ensure its passage have left many 
wondering what the final outcome will be 
when it comes to committed funds. Bud- 
Bet 2005 provides $40 million over the 
Next five years to activate the next phase 
Of the Great Lakes Action Pian (GLAP). But 
the budget must pass Committee review 
before it goes to Treasury Board, and it is 
not known what demands will be made 
in Committee. Programs at the local level, 
Such as BQRAP can only wait and hope 
that funding for next year remains at the 
Same level and is not diminished. It could 
be the end of summer or the beginning of 
fall before final numbers are known. 

Funding uncertainty and shortterm 
Contracts translate into staffing and pro- 
fam problems. Highly-qualified profes- 
Sionals with RAP experience are sought 
after by environmental agencies offering 
More money and more stability. BORAP 
recently lost the services of Andy Marget- 
Son — longtime Co-ordinator of the Habt 
‘at Enhancement Program (HEP). As a 
result of Andy's departure and funding 
Uncertainty, the HEP has been “tempo- 
ranly suspended.” It's possible that the 
Program, or a revision of it, will be offered 
‘0 landowners in the fall. 

The RAP Restoration Council, however, 
'S Crafting a new multiyear workplan this 
Summer, to be ready for the fall when it's 
Expected that funding flows will resume, It 
'San Uncertain time and a certain leap of 
faith is required, given that no one knows 
What will transpire on the federal political 
Scene between now and then. What we 
o know is that The Big Cleanup must con- 
tinue, regardless of who is at the federal 
Helm. We've come a long way in our efforts 
toclean up the Bay of Quinte; we need to 
Complete this important work.

3. It is the contestants responsibility to know the event times and to be there on time. 
4. Only contestants or officials are permitted to be in the staging area. 

5. Timers or Judges are not permitted to be contestants. 


6. One Starter for all contests will start all contests the same way: (e.g.

7. All decisions made by Head Judge are final. 
8. Size and type of wood to be used for each contest to be included in event rules. 


9. Contestants may use equipment supplied OR use their own providing it matches the type 


and size specified. 


10. Head Judge to make final decision if disputes occur. 
11. If two Timers are used per station, the average of the two will be the time. 
12. ALL contestants will refrain from bad language and bad manners. 

13. ALL rules apply equally for men and women unless otherwise stated 

14. ALL lumber will be marked showing cut line.

16. At the start of each contest, the Contestants pick a number which becomes their starting

or evidence the forgoing. Any 
musher not wishing to sign 
such documentation will not 
be allowed to participate in 
the race and his entry will be 
refunded. 

V) MEDICATIONS AND 
PHYSICAL REQUIRE- 
MENTS 

a) Prohibited drugs are all 
those deemed harmful to the 
dog and to the sport, including 
stimulants, depressants, local 
anesthetics and analgesics. 

b) Permitted drugs are those 
deemed not harmful to the dog 
and to the sport including, an- 
tibiotics, antibacterial and syn- 
thetic steroids. 

c) Vitamins are permitted. 

d) The race giving organiza- 
tion may require that all dogs 
undergo a physical examina- 
tion prior to the start and at 
any time during the race, bya 
certified veterinarian. 

e) The race giving organi- 
zation is responsible for noti- 
fying contestants of the time 
and place of this exam. 

f) Any musher who fails to 
have his/her dog(s) examined 
will not be permitted to run 
the race and his entry fee will 
not be refunded. 

g) The Race Marshall & Vet- 
erinarian will check all teams 
prior to the race. 

h) At his exam the certifica- 
tion or letter of acknowledge- 
ment from the mushers vet 
regarding vaccination for dis- 
temper and rabies will be re- 
quested and required. Failure 
to present such documenta- 
tion will necessitate disquali- 
fication at the Race Marshall's 
discretion. 

VI) EQUIPMENT 

a) Drivers, teams and equip- 
ment shall be available for in- 
spection in the holding area 
one (1) hour prior to the start 
of the race. 

b) Sleds and sled bags must 
be capable of adequately car- 
rying the driver, a dog and re- 
quired equipment. 

c) The sled must be equipped 
with a suitable snub rope, snow 
hook and a suitable brake. 

d) Bib number must be clear- 
ly visible on the musher at all 
times during the race. 

e) Survival gear must in- 
clude, cold weather clothing 
for the musher, sleeping bag, 
and a first aid kit. You must 
carry one snub line for each 
dog that you can drop. 

VII) PROHIBITED

b) The Race Marshall has 
the exclusive right to search 
the musher and/or his/her sled 
at any time he has reasonable 
suspicion that any of the above 
are being used. Refusal to sub- 
mit to this request results in 
the suspension from the race 
with no refund. 

VIIL) STARTING PRO- 
CEDURE 

a) Starting position shall be 
determined by a draw, which 
will be held at the drivers meet- 
ing. 

b) The order of the draw 
will be based upon the date 
of receipt of the entry form 
and fee. 

c) Entries received on the 
same date will be treated al- 
phabetically. 

d) The Race Marshall may 
draw for an absent musher.

IX) TRAIL PROCE-

a) A driver may ride, run, 
pedal or snowshoe as and when 
he/she wishes.

d) If a musher becomes 
incapacitated on the trail or 
at any time during the race a 
substitute is not permitted to 
finish the race competitive- 
ly, however a substitute may 
finish the race, if the musher 
requests, for dog condition- 
ing only. 

e) All dogs must be hitched 
in the team or to the sled or 
carried in the sled.

Our Town revitalization committee 


By Nancy Derrer 

Marmora - At a meeting in 
Town Hall, Thursday, Janu- 
ary 19, a core group of Our 
Town Development commit- 
tee, working toward main 
street revitalization for the 
past 11 months, met and 
agreed upon six priorities. 
Coordinator Andrew Redden 
presented the group with a 
draft Action Plan, which is 
a major section of the final 
report and outlines the goals, 
objectives and methods or 
actions to undertake in the 
next few years to ensure the 
economic revitalization and 
harmonious development of 
Marmora’s commercial main 
street areas. 

The Action Plan was de- 
veloped by taking the results 
of the market analyses con- 
ducted throughout the sum- 
mer/fall of 2005, including 
a business survey, residents’ 
survey, business mix, local 
area and trade area analyses, 
the findings of the streetscape 
design workshop in addition 


to notes collected from the 
final ‘focus group’ retreat. 

The priorities fell into three 
general categories: design, 
marketing and economic de- 
velopment, with the impor- 
tance of expanding the in- 
volvement of the business 
community an immediate 
goal. The design priority 
would include signage on 
Highway #7 and exploring 
municipal incentives that 
would aid in facade upgrades. 
Marketing will include a Buy 
Local campaign as well as 
marketing Marmora as an 
attractive place to live. Eco- 
nomic recruitment involves 
the attraction of new busi- 
nesses, identified in the res- 
idents’ survey, to meet the 
needs of shoppers. 

Task groups of three or 
four people will have spe- 
cific, preferably short-term 
goals, that would be accom- 
plished with the support of 
the coordinator. 

“Andrew will do the leg- 
work but he needs volun-

teers to identify the goals 
and set deadlines,” said Bon- 
nie of Stempski Kelly Asso- 
ciates, design consultant to 
the four communities un- 
dertaking main street revi- 
talization projects. 

Banners to promote local 
events such as the Marmora 
Cup Sled Dog Race and the 
two summer music jamborees 
could be hung on Highway 
#7, on the connecting link 
section, and would alert ve- 
hicular traffic to something 
going on. 

To access municipal assis- 
tance with facade improve- 
ments, a Community Im- 
provement Plan (CIP) would 
have to be adopted by Council 
and approved by the Minis- 
try of Municipal Affairs. Cur- 
rently, Stirling-Rawdon is 
working on getting approval 
for a CIP. It was noted also 
that County Counail is start- 
ing an economic develop- 
ment section of its Planning 
Department; this may be a 
resource that the committee 
can tap into at a later date 


Comfort Country and Com- 
munity Radio are other re- 
sources that could benefit 
the committee. 

Armed with the priorities, 
Redden will revisit business- 
es with either a handout or 
mini-CD’s containing the 
surveys and reports from 
which the priority list de- 
veloped. 

It was decided that a pub- 
lic launch of the priorities, 
which demonstrates that the 
committee has moved into 
Phase II of the revitalization 
plan, should be organized 
on or about Feb. 8, the an- 
niversary of the first public 
meeting. Redden will coor 
dinate this with Chairman 
Kelly Welch 

The next meeting of the 
Our Town committee is 
scheduled for Thursday, Feb 
16 at 1:30pm in Town Hall

In a policy document titled “in. 
formation Operations Road- 
map” (the White House likes 
road maps) , from the Pentagon 
signed by Secretary of Defense, 
Donald Rumsfeld, the phrase 
“Fighting the Net” appears sey- 
eral times.

And, while final designs 
were available for residents’ 
input, no timeframe for com- 
pletion of the highway east 
and west of Marmora is avail- 
able. This stretch of Highway 
#7 will have to compete re- 
gionally with other highways 
_ between Port Hope and the 
‘Quebec border. 
‘Said Jim Sampson, project 
manager, planning é& design 
section, Ministry of Transpor- 
tation, at last week’s public 
meeting: “Our office in Kings- 
ton is responsible for 2,200 
km of roads and we have to 
prioritize within the region 
and apply for funding on a 
priority basis.” 
Following the previous 


public meeting, a number of 
changes were made to Mar- 
mora’s draft design: there will 
be curbs and gutters on both 
sides of the rock cut west of 
the bridge with walkways; 90 
per cent of the private property 
needed to improve the high- 
way has been acquired; some 
property has been purchased 
from Marmora and Lake in 
the area of the Works Garage 
to allow for required drainage 
work; the road will be wid- 
ened all the way to Booster 
Park Road, merging past all 
the businesses in that area. 
“Working in cooperation 
with the municipality, we are 
coordinating our construction 
on Highway #7 east of the vil- 
lage at the new Goat Hill Road 
intersection,” Sampson ex- 
plained. The municipality will 
endeavor to complete the new 
road from Station Road to the 


highway in accordance with 
the ministry's schedule. It will 
be a through intersection to 
Marmora Mines Road. There 
will be no traffic signals. 

Again, in response to pub- 
lic input, Old Norwood Road 
will be left open for access to 
commercial properties at the 
west end. At the east end, it 
will be stopped up; houses be- 
low the bluff will access High- 
way #7 by going west to Ros- 
coe Street. Algonquin Street 
will remain open. 

“There is 18 months of con- 
struction still to be complet- 
ed,” Sampson said. “It could be 
2007 before we get the funding 
to go ahead but I’m hopeful 
it could be a 2006 start. The 
budget for the 12km of im- 
provements is $10M.”

Let's hope the Harper government takes global warming senously: 
3 recent study published by the British government condudes ice 
at both poles of the Earth could start melting this century, driving 
up sea levels The study, “Avoiding Dangerous Climate Change” 
collates evidence presented by scientists at a conference staged a 
year ago ahead of the 2005 Group of Eight (G8) summit, where 
Britain placed global warming high on the agenda 

In the study's foreward, British PM Tony Blair said, “It is now 
plain that the emission of greenhouse gases, assodated with indus- 
jon and economic growth from a world population that has 
increased six-fold in 200 years is causing global warming at a rate 
that is unsustainable. 

The consensus view among sdentists, the document wamed, 
is of large-scale and irreversible disruption to the planet's dimate 
system if temperatures rise by more than 3 degrees Celsius (5.4 
Fahrenheit) above current levels. 

A United Nations report in 2001 confirmed that temperatures 
were rising and pinned the blame on carbon emissions disgorged 
mainly by the burning of oil, gas and coal. 
hat future greenhouse gas emissions were likely to raise 
emperatures by between 14.and5 8 degrees Celsius (2 5and 
10.4 degrees Fahrenheit) from 1990 to 2100. The temperature has 
already risen about 0.6 Celsius (1.6 Fahrenheit) since 1900. 

Compared with the 2001 UN report, there “is greater darity and 
reduced uncertainty” about the impacts of dimate change across a 
wide range of systems, sectors and sodeties.

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Caregivers, you are not alone 


By Nancy Derrer 

Marmora - Isolation can be 
a blessing or a curse. When 
you're stuck in the house, the 
caregiver for a person with a 
debilitating, long-term illness, 
being on your own can be try- 
ing. People caring for a fam- 
ily member, parent, spouse or 
sibling with Alzheimer Dis- 
ease fit this description. And, 
with an aging population, Al- 
zheimer Disease is a growth 
industry. 

Alzheimer Disease or a re- 
lated dementia affects one in 13 
people over the age of 65 and 
the number is higher in Hast- 
ings County that it is in our 
neighbouring county of Prince 
Edward where 468 people have 
been identified. This may be 
because we have a larger pop- 
ulation of seniors but the fact 
remains that more people in 
the Marmora area are caregiv- 
ers than in other areas. And 
the growth spurt is not over: 
when the baby boomers crest, 
there’s going to bea crisis, one 
society volunteer predicts. It’s 
known that five percent of the 
population under 80 has some 
form of dementia, 20 per cent 
of the population over 80 is af- 
fected. Today, 300,000 Cana- 
dians have Alzheimer Disease 
and/or related dementia. 

Nobody knows why or when 
Alzheimer Disease will strike. 
But when it does, the effects 
are devastating - for those with 
the disease and for everyone 
around them. It is a progres- 
sive, degenerative brain dis- 
order which slowly destroys 
brain cells, robbing the indi-

Attendees have access to at 
least a dozen brochures to help 
them on their path to self-ed- 
ucation: from learning what 
dementia is to tips for useful 
adaptations to the home en- 
vironment 

The bottom line is that you 
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don’t have to face this struggle 

alone! The biggest obstacle 

faced by Alzheimer Society 

volunteers is the belief held 
by many caregivers that there 
is a stigma associated with the 
caring for someone with the 
disease. We've come so far as 
a society; one only has to look 
at how mentally challenged 
people are integrated in today’s 
world to agree that times have 
changed They changed because 
parents demanded public edu- 
cation for their challenged child. 
As a society, we must learn to 
accept challenged seniors and 
hold out a hand of support to 
the caregiver. 


You can start by passing this 
article on to someone who you 
know is a caregiver and encour 
age him or her to call the sod- 
ety in Belleville (613.962.0892) 
to see what help is available. It 
is important, too, for the Al- 
zheimer patient that the care- 
giver provide appropniate sur- 
roundings, services, support 
and activities to people with 
the disease to help enrich their 
quality of life throughout the 
progression of the disease.

Thirdly, in some neighbourhoods 
people have seen their taxes double 
and even triple in the past four years, 
Any tax system that has the poten- 
tial to force people out of homes that 
they have spent a lifetime Paying for 
is inherently unfair. 

In response to a presentation on 
property tax concerns by longtime 
county resident Les Morris, Smith 
EnnismoreLakefield Reeve Ron Millen 
asked the question why one group 
of ratepayers (referring to waterfront 
property owners) should expect special 
consideration, and “others will have 
to pick up any shifted tax burden”. 
With all due respect, Mr. Reeve, per 
haps you can explain why it is at the 
same time perfectly acceptable for 
some property owners to pick up an 
increasingly large share of the bur 
den, year after year, while others see 
only moderate increases, or even de- 
creases in their tax bills? 

Ontario's Finance Minister said 
in his March 2004 budget, “We will 
continue to work with these groups 
as well as all Ontarians to come up 
with property tax assessment so- 
lutions that work.” Well, there re- 
mains a great deal of inequity in the 
system, and municipalities need to 
hold their Provincial counterparts to 
account. 

We need our elected officials to 
look out for our interests, and not to 
just support the status quo with a lack 
of foresight, commitment and/or give 
up the important fight for better treat- 
ment for our municipalities, and our 
citizens.

Marmora - Last Saturday and 
again on Monday afternoon, 
open houses were held at the 
Crowe Valley Conservation 
Authority to allow the public 
input prior to the authority 
adopting Ontario Regulation 
97/04. This regulation replaces 
former Section 28, which was 
the ‘construction fill and alter- 
ation of of waterways’ regu- 
lation. The new one is called 
‘the development, interference 
with wetlands and alterations 
to shorelines and watercours- 
es, explained CVCA General 
Manager Ken Phillips. 

“This process has been a 
long time in coming; it started 
about 10 years ago with the 
Ontario Red Tape Reduction 
Act,” Phillips said. “What this 
involves is creating a generic 
regulation for all the conser- 
vation authorities across On- 
tario so, no matter what area, 
the regulations are going to 
be the same.” Previously, the 
authorities have all been dif- 
ferent, dealing with different 
definitions; this creates just 
one, straight, standard defi- 
nition. 

CVCA is the last authority

onto the bandwagon, Phillips 
added. “The reason we're so 
late is that we don’t have plan- 
ning as a department. This reg- 
ulation, in terms of affecting 
our watershed, will give the 
municipalities a tool to use in 
their building codes .. but, at 
the present time, we just don’t 
have the resources to enforce 
the regulations.

the public on these matters, 
they (building inspectors) are 
going to be doing that work 
and they don’t presently have 
anything that says, you know, 
you need so many meters set- 
back from a shoreline. This 
gives them the opportunity 
to have that tool.” 

Havelock, Phillips agreed, 
does have its own regulations. 
What they have been doing, 
on the authority’s behalf, came 
after the big provincial cut- 
backs in 1996 when CVCA 
lost its planning department. 
All the municipalities in CV- 
CA‘s watershed agreed to take 
over what the authority's du- 
ties would have been and look 
out for the environmental im- 
pacts and developments on 
lakes. However, they didn’t 
actually have a regulation to 
potentially charge people un- 
der. The new regulation gives 
them that tool to do that. 

The new regulation does 
not mean that Crowe Valley 
will be able to reinstate its 
planning department. What 
the province is doing, instead, 
is funding special programs; 
source water protection being 
one area that is being funded 
rather than incorporating it 
into the regulate operation of 
a conservation authority.

By this time of year most 
of us desperately need a trip 
south.

Winter Sanity Prescription 
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Since this process started 
back in 1997, Phillips stated, 
that’s been the one element 
that’s been driven home to 
the province: if you expect 
conservation authorities to 
do the work, you need pro- 
vide money to do it. 

Mapping costs huge dollars 
to hire somebody to do all the 
flood line work fora watershed, 
Phillips noted. “In our case, we 
don’t have a GIS person to do 
the regular type of work; the 
GIS person we have on staff 
1s for source water protection 
but we are not legally allowed 
to use that person for anything 
else ... that person is not al- 
lowed to produce maps. 

“There's been an incident 
already where a conservation 
authority has been reprimand- 
ed by the province for doing 
that because they're in a simi- 
lar situation to ours. Right now 
there is a core team,” Phillips 
added, CVCA can access. Some 
flood plain mapping has been 
done basically from the base 
of our watershed, just north 
of Campbellford, induding all 
of Crowe Lake - but that was 
done in 1977 ,, a few things 
have changed ...” 

Some preliminary work 
has been done in some of the 
northern lakes in the early 


I actually decide to implement 
some wisdom during my dark 
winter days: first, plan your week 
before it begins. Figure out who 
needs to see what dentist, spe- 
cialist, mechanic or accountant 
this week, and get it all sched- 
uled. Then plan all your meals, 
make a shopping list, and actually 
buy the food. There's no worse 
place to be at 5:30 at night than 
standing in line at the checkout 
counter with three whiny kids 
in tow.

And this brings us to the next 
major point: eat dinner together 


1990s and CVCA is looking 
at putting in fill regulations 
and getting some rough ideas 
for that type of work. How- 
ever, that project ended be- 
cause the funding ended by 
the province. 

“Right now, I don’t antia- 
pate us doing a lot with this 
regulation in the immediate 
future,” Phillips said, “but is 
something, perhaps, if pro- 
vindal funding changes in the 
long term.” : 

The bottom line is that if 
the CVCA started applying 
this regulation, it would have 
to double its existing munic- 
ipal levies and, says Phillips, 
‘obviously that’s not going to 
happen.’ The authority has

BY-LAW 2005-69 SIGN BY-LAW 


On October 11th, 2005 Council approved a sign by-law to 
regulate all permanent and temporary signs within the 
Municipality. A permit is required for all commercial 
signs. Sign permits issued prior to the new by-law are 
exempt. The Municipality will be proactive in obtaining 
compliance with the new by-law. The maximum fine for

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Keeping water gardens healthy

Te fees line is certainly relevant when it comes to building the 
perfect backyard water world the natural way. 

In water gardening, if you create the right conditions, good things 
like clear and healthy water, along with birds, dragonflies and many 
other members of nature’s family, will come. 

Like one of North America’s favourite pastimes, the winning strategy 
to water gardening au naturel is to cover all the bases. 

It begins with proper water circulation. Water should always be in 
motion to avoid problems associated with stagnation. Circulating 
pumps with magnetic driven impellers-not the oil-based ones-do the 
job without harming the environment. 
‘Adding waterfall or fountain feature improves your chances of success 
by replenishing the oxygen in pond water, which is great for fish. 
Next up, filtration. Pond filters break down or mechanically remove 
debris and fish waste. They also harbor friendly bacteria required to 
keep organic toxins at bay. 
Putting natural products like barley straw and peat granules inside 
a filter improves the odds of controlling or preventing the growth 
of algae. Also make sure the filter is clear of debris and working to 
full capacity 

Water gardens should also be teeming with a good balance of aquat- 
ic plants 

Oxygenating plants, for instance, help keep a biological balance, 
limit the growth of algae, and provide oxygen for fish and other 
livestock 
For ponds in sunny areas, 50% to 60% of the water surface should 
be covered with plants. If it’s in a shady area or receives shade from 
trees, the amount of plant coverage can be reduced. 

Floating plants, like water hyacinth and water lettuce, provide shade 
and help reduce the development of sun-loving algae, while deep wa- 
ter plants, including water lilies, produce beautiful pads that help pre- 
vent algae-conducive daylight from penetrating deep into the pond. 
If fish is in your game plan, stock the appropriate amount and feed 
them quality fish food with highly digestible formulations that do 
not cloud water and limit organic waste.

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Wild free ranging Elk 
take back their territory 


Once native to Ontario, elk be- 
came extinct by the late 1800s 
due to factors including un- 
regulated hunting, market 
hunting, and loss of habitat 
due to human settlement ac- 
tivities. Several attempts have 
been made to restore elk to 
the province, including in the 
1930s and 1940s. Unfortunate- 
ly, most of these animals were 
killed due to unfounded con- 
cerns that they were passing a 
parasite (giant liver fluke) on 
to cattle. However, two small 
herds of elk managed to sur- 
vive in the Burwash/French 
River area southeast of Sud- 
bury. In 1996, it was estimated 
that these two herds numbered 
about 60 animals 

On Sunday, February 26, 
nearly 70 people from the 
Quinte and Campbellford ar- 
eas shared a rare experience 
southeast of McArthur Mills. 
With the support of Foley Bus 
Lines of Madoc, who donated 
the use of the buses, the Quinte 
Elk Restoration Committee 
organized its second annual 
bus tour to view a portion of 
the wild elk population that is 
being restored in the Bancroft/ 
North Hastings area. 

About 40 elk were present 
at the viewing site and Joe

Feds speed up 
payments 
to farmers

OTTAWA The first funding 
announcement made by the 
new Conservative govern- 
ment will directly assist local 
farmers, according to Prince 
Edward-Hastings MP Daryl! 
Kramp. Producers will begin 
to receive payments from 
the $755 million Grains and 
Oilseeds Payment Program 
(GOPP) within the next two 
weeks, 

“One of the focuses of our 
platform was to ensure farm- 
ers have the funding they need 
before the planting season be- 
gins,” Kramp said. “Our new 
Minister of Agriculture un- 
derstands the crisis facing Ca- 
nadian farmers and is acting 
quickly to ensure the cheques 
reach the farm gate as soon 
as possible.” 

The GOPP program will 
provide producers of eligible 
grains, oilseeds and special 
crops with a payment of 7.47 
percent of the average net sales 
from 2000 to 2004. 

“I have met with many 
producers as well as repre- 
sentatives of the local Federa- 
tion of Agriculture for both 
Hastings and Prince Edward 
counties and they are all in 
agreement that action has 
to be taken quickly,” Kramp 
stated. “The new streamlined 
GOPP program should make 
it much easier for farmers to 
access this federal funding 
This is simply one part of 
a broad agricultural reform 
package to be implemented 
after consultation with in- 
dustry stakeholders.”

Trees planted by mu- 
nicipalities between a sidewalk 
and road are doomed due to 
lack of space for the roots, as 
the tree grows, and lack of wa- 
ter. Eventually, the trees will 
heave the adjoining sidewalk, 
Dianne said.

tease them loose from the pot- 
shape with a strong jet from the 
hose. Mix compost with your 
soil when planting. 

Girdled roots occur when 
part of the root erupts out of the 
soil, perhaps entering the soil 
again a few feet away from the 
main trunk. Westlakes advised 
it probably was not buried deep 
enough when planted and the 
root took the “path of least re- 
sistance’, leaving the tree strug- 
gling for nutrients. This hap- 
pens, too, when people plant 
too close to the foundation of a 
house, forgetting how big they 
are going to grow. In this case, 
the advice was to prune the tree 
every two-to-three years. 

When the pruning job is a 
big one, get a professional to 
do the job, was the advice. 

By the way, the Westlakes 
say the only place to plant a 
Norway maple is Norway. In- 
stead, go native, planting trees 
indigenous to the area, such as 
the pagoda dogweed, which 
grows 15 feet tall and 15 feet 
wide. 

The Westlakes do not advise 


spraying a lawn with pesticides; 
instead, encourage healthy, vig- 
orous growth making the lawn 
and plants more resistant to 
pests. Monitor your garden 
carefully and, when you see a 
pest, target it. Some, like the 
lily leaf beetle will decimate 
a plant, lady bug beetles, on 
the other hand, eat aphids and 
should be left. Summing up, use 
mechanical controls instead of 
chemicals. 

The website, www. what's 
this bug.com was advised. Pre- 
venting problems by keeping 
gardens free of diseased leaves 
from trees or plants was strong- 
ly advised. 

Dormant oil for rose bush- 
es and irises are pest solutions 
if done early in the spring. If 
you have a “fairy ring’ of mush- 
rooms, leave it alone, it harms 
nothing.

As Canada ambles along in its 
attitude of anything to get along 
with the elephant to the south, we 
have gotten ourselves into a loom 
ing energy crisis. Under Trudeau, 
we had a “National Energy Policy” 
which mandated a min 25 years 
of proven oil and gas reserves 
for Canadians, before any could 
be exported. 

We now export most of both our 
oil (67%) and gas (57%), forcing 
Canada to import nearly 1 mit 
lion barrels of oil a day for our 
own needs. This is seen by the 
conservative's in Alberta and Ot 
tawa as good business, in spite 
of the fact that Canada now hes 
at most 10.years supply of com 
ventional oil reserves, and less 
of natural gas. 

We are locked in under the NAFTA 
agreement to continue at this 
tio regardless of Canada running 
out of its own resources. At the 
very least we should not be sr 
ing more export agreements wit!

the US or anyone else, knowing 
that we will soon run out. At best 
we should opt out of the NAFTA 
and set a made in Canada en 
ergy policy. 

We are told by large corpora- 
tions and their “promo” people 
that we have enough oil in the 
tar sands to last a million years. 
This is similar to the nuclear in- 
dustry telling us that the electric- 
ity produced by Ontario's nuclear 
reactors would be “too cheap to 
meter” and clean. 

Some of the facts around the Tar 
sands which are available in a Ca- 
nadian Centre for Policy Alterna- 
tives study follow. Producing one 
barrel of oil from the tar sands 
uses up 1000 to 2000 cubic feet 
of natural gas and releases into the 
atmosphere 125 kilograms of car- 
bon dioxide. Athabasca tar sands 
will become the largest source of 
greenhouse gas’ in Canada by 
2010 at 44% more than allowed 
under the Kyoto agreement. 
Alberta is a province short of water, 
herds of cattle have been moved 
to Manitoba because there is not 
enough water for them to drink. 

Each barrel of tar sands oil three 


barrels of water at the Syncrude 
Operation to six barrels at Suncor. 
Syncrude took 31 million cubic 
metres of water from the Atha- 
basca River in 2004 and Suncor 
took 45 billion ?. With all the new 
Projects in the works, Fort McMur- 
fay will need an additional 175 
million litres per day, but will it 
be there ? Partly due to Climate 
change which the tar sands is ag- 
gravating, the rivers are down by 
35-40% during the summer. Sev 
eral lakes have dried up including, 
Lake Magjore as the Glacier that 
feeds the Bow river is expected 
to be gone by 2050. 

There is also a growing awareness 
of a huge spike in cancer rates 
around the area, mostly at this 
point in the native population. 
So one question to Canada is 
should we not have a National 
Energy Policy as the Americans 


have and we once had ? And a 


question to Alberta is would you 


rather have the dollars or water 
to drink ? | feel | know the answer 


to this one already.

Trent studies 
declining moose 
population 


Peterborough - A major grant 
will help Trent University 
lead a three-year, leading- 
edge research project on 
the declining moose popu- 
lation in the southern range 
-- particularly south-central 
Ontario: 

The project, funded by the 
Natural Sciences and Engi- 
neering Research Council 
(NSERC), is already under- 
way and will study the moose 
population in Algonquin Park 
using GPS radio collars, a 
larger scale landscape ge- 
netics approach using tis- 
sue samples from hunter- 
killed moose and an analysis 
and survey of harvest time 
series data from populations 
across North America. 


“No one has undertaken 
such a comprehensive ap- 
proach in the study of large 
mammal population ecology,” 
Professor Murray says. 

The project's aim is to de- 
sign appropriate population 
monitoring and management 
protocols in areas where moose 
numbers are currently de- 
pressed or declining. 


Professor Murray says the 
research is a high priority be- 
cause moose population de- 
clines have already been re- 
ported in several southern 
areas and there is a concern 
that this phenomenon is re- 
gional and possibly continen- 
tal in scale. 

Researchers from the MNR, 


about environmental protection 
on their farms,” stated OFEC 
Steering Committee Member and 
AGCare Chair, Brian Besley. 

Since the most recent edi- 
tion of the EFP was launched 
in April of 2005, over 4,000 
farmers have participated in 
EFP workshops. More than half 
of the participants are complet- 
ing an EFP for the first time. 
Nearly 3,000 individual proj- 
ects have been approved and 
nearly $40,000,000 of federal 
and provincial funds allocated 
toward on-farm environmental 
improvements, not including the 
farmers’ own contribution, which 
ranges from 10 — 70% of the 
total project costs, depending 
on the project. 

“The Environmental Farm Pian 
(EFP) program allows farmers to 
assess the environmental ben- 
efits and risks of their individual 
farm operations,” stated Keith 
Black, President of OSCIA. “The 
end result is an action plan that 
seeks to enhance the environ- 
mental benefits and minimize 
the risks on their farm.” 

OFEC is a coalition of farm 
organizations, led by a steer- 
ing committee made up of the 
chairs of AGCare, the Christian 
Farmers’ Federation of Ontario 
(CFFO), the Ontario Farm Animal 
Council (OFAC), and the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture (OFA).

Warm-Weather Driving | jj WORKS 


(MS) — Spring has arrived 
and road trips, scenic drives 
and more time spent behind 
the wheel beckon. However, 
without a proper automo- 
tive overhaul this season, 
you may spend more time 
at the mechanic than enjoy- 
ing the beautiful weather 
Here are some ways to keep 
your car in top shape 

Inspect the driveway — 
Most people think to look 
under the hood as a start- 
ing point. However, check 
the driveway first instead. 
If you see oil where you 
park your car, you could 
have a potential problem 
You should have your car 
inspected by a profession- 
al 

Fluid Levels Are Key — 
All fluid levels should be 
checked and topped up as 
needed (engine oil, trans- 
mission, cooling system, 
power steering, brake fluid 
and washer fluid). Fluids are 
the lifeblood of your car. 
Purchasing high-quality 
fluids and regularly chang- 
ing old fluids will improve 
your car’s performance and 
reliability. 

Keep Cool — Overheat- 
ing, especially as the weath- 
er gets warmer, is the lead- 
ing cause of preventable 
breakdowns and one of the 
main areas where preven- 
tion is much cheaper than 
the eure. Simply stated, a 
fried engine is an expensive 
repair. If your antifreeze 
is more than a couple of 
years old, play it safe and 
replace your antifreeze. 
You should also consider 
adding a coolant such as 
Purple Ice® to your radia- 
tor. It’s been shown to re- 
duce engine temperature as 
much as 30 F or more, and 
it’s commonly used to help 
cool hot racing engines. It 
also helps condition seals 
to prevent leaks.

Inspect Belts and Hos- 
es — After checking and/ 
or adding fluids, check the 
belts and hoses. A worn 
or loose belt can cause 
the engine to overheat. A 
cracked belt or a hose that 
is unusually soft or overly 
hard needs to be replaced 
Make sure hose clamps are 
tight, and check the ends 
for cracks or corrosion 
Because extreme heat can 
cause leaks and other dam- 
age, keep an eye out for 
hard, blistered or spongy 
hoses. If any of these warn- 
ing signs are present, re- 
place the hoses immedi- 
ately. It’s also a good idea 
to keep spare belts in your 
trunk, especially if your 
vehicle has a single ser- 
pentine or multi-v belt. 
If this belt fails, you'll be 
left going nowhere.

Clean Battery Terminals, 
Hinges and Latches — Bat- 
tery terminals should be 
cleaned, tightened and lu- 
bricated. It’s also good to 
clean and lubricate hinges 
and the hood latch. Make 
sure the battery terminals 
and hold-downs are tight. If 
corrosion is present, (you'll 
see white residue cake on 
the battery terminals) 
clean it with a mixture 
of baking soda and water, 
and put ona set of battery 
washers to keep corrosion 
from coming back. Top any 
low battery cells with dis- 
tilled water. 

Keep Tires Properly In- 
flated — Lastly, inspect 
your tires. All tires should 
be properly inflated, includ- 
ing the spare. Refer to the 
sidewall of your tire for the 
proper pressure level. Prop- 
erly inflated tires increase 
gas mileage, lengthen tire 
life, and are much less sus- 
ceptible to blowouts 

Properly preparing your 
car for summer doesn’t 
require a lot of time or 
technical expertise.

Remember, 
cell phones are great tools, but 
there are black-out areas across 
the country where signals may 
be compromised:

equals danger. Speeding on 
highways can result in vehi- 
cle accidents or tickets. Rush- 
ing toa destination can put you 
in other dangerous situations 
like taking the wrong road or 
passing an intended exit.

Always be aware of your 
surroundings.

50, toilet flushing 75 and head 
phones 100. Fifteen minutes 
of listening to a chain saw or 
factory noise can cause hear- 
ing loss.

The lev- 
el at which damage begins is 
91 decibels equating to two 
hours of shouting, blender, 
tractor or lawn mower, escalat- 
ing to 130++ (beyond the pain 
threshold), a boom car, jet take- 
off or jackhammer. Over 160 
decibels of noise can blow out 
your ear drums, Mrs. Mitch- 
ell warned.

perilous. Her father feared, 
rightly, that she might get lost 
when all traces of the road 
were obliterated. George Mc- 
Cleary rode a horse to school 
when he was six years old, 
in grade one.

Several people remembered 
legendary quantities of snow, 
much greater than in our time. 
Old-timers recall snowdrifts 
that almost reached the tops 
of telephone poles.

Audrey Caryi introduced the 
program about the pioneer’s 
diet through the long winters. 
Up to 1850 the hearth was 
the warm heart of the house. 
She described how the fire- 
place was used for warmth and 
for all the cooking. The coals 
were banked so that the fire 
could be revived in the freez- 
ing morning. Early matches 
were rudimentary and the 
only alternative was a spark 
struck from a piece of flint to 
ignite some fine wood shav- 

ings. How many things are 
taken for granted today! 

Ashes were used to make 
lye for soap, or traded to itin- 
erant peddlers for their goods. 
Boiling pots were hung above 
the fire and griddles and very

long handled frying pans rest- 
ed on raked coals. A recess in 
the fireplace served as a bake 
oven, or a covered bake ket- 
tle on the coals was used to 
bake bread. Audrey showed 
an early reflector oven used 
to cook meat ona spit. It stood 
at the front of the fire and was 
turned by acrank. [Not refer- 
ring to the cook]. 

After 1850 most homes 
were equipped with new-fan- 
gled wood cook stoves, which 
presented new challenges but 
made cooking a lot easier. 


A Daunting Task 

Preserving food through the 
long months before fresh pro- 
duce could be obtained was a 
daunting task. The early set- 
tlers, who came unprepared for 
North American conditions, 
learned from the experience 
of the natives and the Ameri- 
can settlers who had survived 
these conditions for genera- 
tions. Pickling, salting, dry- 
ing or smoking would pre- 
serve most foodstuffs. Early 
homes were littered with cured 
meats hanging from the ceil- 
ing, strings of dried apple slices, 
pickled vegetables, and jams 
and other fruit preserves. 

The audience was shown 
some eggs that were fresh in 
October. The shells had been

sealed with a vegetable oil or 
lard. This kept the air from 
penetrating the shell and when 
one of the eggs was cracked 
on February 27th it seemed 
as fresh as a newly laid egg. 
And there was no “Best Be- 
fore” date! 

Audrey then thanked George 
McCleary for his salt pork 
and for the smoked salmon, 
courtesy of Albert Stadke of 
Roseneath Greenhouses. She 
also thanked Eila Belton for 
all her help and especially for 
her Irish soda bread, and then 
the feasting began. 

Recipes for some of the dish- 
es came from an 1895 edition 
of Fanny Farmer's Cookbook 
and from Dorothy Duncan at 
Black Creek Pioneer Village.

tasted like candy. Chicken soup 
with vegetables, followed by 
pickled beets, sauerkraut, soda 
bread; it was quite marvellous. 
And then there were desserts: 
--two versions of early Danish 
turnovers, an apple crumble 
made with large crumbs of 
bread, and a dark cake, actu- 
ally a carrot pudding which 
resembled a Christmas cake. 
The early settlers must have 
had some pleasure in eating 
such delicious food, even if it 
took a lot of forethought and 
work to achieve it

identify maple trees by their 
bark, trunk and buds. We then 
learned about tree size re- 
quirements necessary for the 
number of taps. 

We were shown how to fig- 
ure out how many tap holes 
can be drilled into each tree. 
Trees with a diameter of 25 
to 35 cms should have just 
one tap hole. Trees 38 to 49 
cms in diameter should have 
two tap holes etc. 

We were also shown exam- 
ples of the different types of 
spiels used to tap the trees. 

We returned to the house 
and held our club executive 
elections. The following people 
were elected: Meaghan Mack, 
president; Patrick Leahy, vice 
president; Johanna O’Grady, 
secretary and Clarke Stanley, 
press reporter. 

There were refreshments 
and the meeting was ad- 
journed. 

Our next meeting was at 
Linlor Farm Mar. 10. We head- 
ed to the maple syrup bush 
where we were taught how 


to tap maple trees. Mrs. Burtt 
showed us how to identify 
different types of tree dam- 
age and showed us exam- 
ples explaining what causes 
these problems. Broken or 
torn branches can be caused 
by high winds and sunscald 
can cause tree trunks to split 
after surrounding trees are 
cut down. 


Tractors in the bush can 
take chunks out of the roots 
and trunk of a tree and scrape 
them as well. A build-up of 
deformed bark and wood on 
a branch or trunk may be the 
result of cankers. 

We had an informative tour 
of the Burtt’s maple sugar 
shack and learned the steps 
involved in processing maple 
syrup. After this we went to 
the house where we complet- 
ed a quiz on tree damage and 
then reviewed our answers. 
We adjourned after refresh- 
ments were served. 

Our next meeting as Mar. 
18 at the Dafoe farm.
